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Time Change 
Delay Asked 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Con­ 
gressman Phil Ruppe today 
asked William Tucker, chair­ 
man of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, to delay 
the enforcement on the time 
change scheduled to hit most 
of the Upper Peninsula on 
AprU 1. 


According to the Federal 
Uniform Time Act of 1966 the 
clocks of most of the Upper 
Peninsula arc scheduled to .be 
turned back one hour on April 
1 to Central Standard Time 
while the Lower Peninsula will 
remain on Eastern Standard 
Time. 


On Tuesday. Ruppe held an 
emergency meeting with rep­ 
resentatives of the ICC. Today 
he appealed directly to the 
chairman. There is no central 
enforcement authority in each 
community. 


“This could create havoc.** 
Ruppe said. “We could run in­ 
to a situation where the banks 
do one thing, the schools do an­ 
other. and railroads, airlines 
and media and local businesses 
run 
their own 
independent 
courses — especially if most of 
the people oppose the time 
change.** 


“I appeal to you,** Ruppe 
wrote the chairman, “not to 
see)c strict national enforce­ 
ment on April 1. and to give 
our people and the state an op­ 
portunity to review the time 
problem and seek just solu­ 
tions.’* 


Ruppe returned to Northern 
Michigan today “to seek the ad­ 
vice. opinions and counsel of 
the people of the 11th District. 


“The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation, which 
will take jurisdiction from the 
ICC,’* Ruppa said, “must hear 
the voice of the people on this, 
and I plan to find out what it 
is. We also must work to pro­ 
tect the interest of Gogebic 
County. Dickinson County and 
Menominee County who have a 
special relationship with Wis­ 
consin." (They observe Central 
Standard Tinne, except in the 
summer).

Upper Peninsula Generating 
Co. is meeting the increasing 
electric t>6wer needs of the cen­ 
tral and western parts of the 
Upper Peninsula. 


Generating Unit No. 4 at its 
Presque Isle Station in Mar­ 
quette will be dedicated by 
GoV. ûèdrge Romney at a cere­ 
mony at the plant at 11 a.m. 
Saturday. A noon luncheon 
program will follow at North- 
tmiMichigan University and an 
*'Open House,” including plant 
tours' for the public, will be 
held on Sunday, from t to 5 
p.m. 


A study in 1953 of the Up­ 
per Peninsula found that the 
electric power supply was in- 
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adequate for anticipated growth 
and that this could deter local 
development. 
As 
a 
solution 
U.P. Power Co. embarked on a 
program of expansion. 


Related to this was organi­ 
zation of the Upper Peninsula 
Generating Co. on Nov. 23, 
1953 by two local investor- 
owned companies, Cleveland- 
Cliffs Iron Co. and U.P. Power 
Co. This is one of a few times 
that an investor-owned utility 
has entered into an agreement 
with an industrial concern for 
the purpose of supplying the 
electric power needs of both.

Public parking lots 
are now used mostly by em­ 
ployes in dow;ntown establish­ 
ments and the shopper and the 
retailer does not benefit, he 
said. 


He was concerned about the 
economic health of the down­ 
town business district and said 
that it should be improved and 
developed. 


Flath suggested a delay of 60 
days, during which the Council 
would , appoint a committee Of 
eight property owners, six ten­ 
ants, and two professional men 
to study the problem and con­ 
fer with the Council on a aolu- 
tion.

Many residential communi­ 
ties have relaxed zoning res­ 
trictions to permit two-family 
houses that conform to certain 
rules on appearance and con­ 
struction. 


Architect Rudolph A. Matem 
has c rested for House of the 
Week a two-family structure 
designed not only to meet such 
standards, but to be an aesthe­ 
tic asset to the area in which 
it is built. Even more, it is a 
two-family house that doesn't 
make the tenant feel like a 
poor relation. This has been 
d(me visually by giving tilie 
house a diarming one - story 
look from the front-—and prac­ 
tically by providing living fea­ 
tures that a second-floor fam­ 
ily usually doesn't enjoy. 


There is a single family en­ 
trance, so tiiat the family up­ 
stairs doesn’t have to go around 
to the side or rear to reach 
the stairway leading to its 
apartment. However, there is 
an enclosed stair to the second 
floor with a door at ttie bottom 
for total privacy. The stairway 
is open at ^e top to provide 
light and eliminate a cloaed-in 
feeling. A private foyer on the 
second floor gives a homey at­ 
mosphere, not always the case 


when the living quarters begin 
directly at the top of the stair. 
T h ^ is a dacmtive brick 
w a il in this fogrtr whidi act­ 
ually is the rear of the llraplaoe 
chimncy, since this seeond- 
floor family has its own living 
room fireplace. A large clothes 
closet in the foyer always 
comas in handy.

The second floor is, of course 
a complete apartment, with 
733 square ftet of living area, 
not including the balcmy and 
terrace. It has a living room, 
dining sector, kitchen, fayer, 
full batturoom, bedroom and 
dressing alcove. In addition to 
the features already mentioned, 
there is a private stairway 
from the upper deck to ^e 
garage and a separate door to 
the basement fdr the use of 
laundry equipment, shop and 
storage. H ie baaement can be 
partitfoned in two for separate 
quarters for idayroom or ottier 
activities. 


Downstairs, there Is aU tiie 
livability provided on the sec- 
cond floor, but with additional 
spece ftor a larger family. The 
tire-placed living room, 20* 
kng is to the left of a foyer 
which is separate from the 
main fOyer that accommodatea 
the residents and guests of the 
families on both floors. The 
dining room has sliding glass 
doors leading to a covered 
porch which is adjacent to a 
terrace. A combined kitchen- 
family room is 17* 4** long and 
provides plenty of apace for a 
breakfast table as well as tha 
usual complement of modem 
appliances. 


A badhroom, three closets 
and the stairways to the second 
floor and the basement all 
serve to aeparate the two bed­ 
rooms from the rest of ^e 
house for a full measine of 
privacy and quiet. 


Rental of the second floor is, 
of course, a good way to aug­ 
ment the family income. But a 
large family which likes the 
layout of Design G-72 could 
have the builder make two 
bedrooms upstairs, turning the 
kitchen area into a den or 
sewing room, and the dining 
section Into a dressing alcove 
with closets. The family then 
would have the advantages of 
the upper balcony, terrace and 
oUier features originally de­ 
signed into the house to make 
living truly comforiable for a 
tenant.
